Some Time During 
February; No Ad­ 
vances Asked. 


GETTYSBURG WILL 
BE PAID IN MARCH 


Paym ent of $56,112.15 to the rural j 
school districts of Adams county, j 
representing the sem ian n u al disv 
tribution of state scnooi aid, has 
been approved by Auditor General 
Charles A. W aters, ana checks will 
be sent out during the m onth of 
F ebruary. 
The paym ents are made to all 
fourth-class districts which have a 
population of less than 5.000. 
G et­ 
tysburg. a third-class district, will 
receive its state school aid in March. 
Each district in 
Adams county 
will receive its full allotm ent of 
state subsidy, none of the districts 
having asked the state for advance 
paym ents to meet current obliga­ 
tions. 
Staggered Payments 
The rural school money usually is 
paid to all districts on February I. 
This year, because the funds in the 
state treasury are low, the treasury 
is expected to avail itself of the pro­ 
vision in the law' perm itting the 
paym ents to be made at any time 
during February. The checks are to 
be staggered, some districts getting 
their money February I, and others 
later in the month.

It is a “price” battle now in e f­ 
fect and reports are current th a t 
the level has not been reached, 
with several taxicab operators de­ 
term ined to “get the business re ­ 
gardless of rates.” 
Several years ago the customary 
rate tor taxi service to out-of- 
town points was 40 cents a mile. 
Local patrons of this form of serv­ 
ice protested, m aintaining the rate 
was exorbitant. 
lake a “bolt out of the blue” 
competitive bidding for big con­ 
tracts brought a reduction of five 
cents a mile, Hie rate dropping to 
35 cents per mile. Even this price 
was “too high” for most users and 
they 
proceeded to adopt other 


measures of transportation, sev­ 
eral resorting to individual cars. 
with their own drivers. 
Local cab drivers resented this 
interference and 
another 
slush 
was announced, this time the price 
dropping to 30 cents per mile. 
Taxicab operators resented this 
second Si BN ll and competitive bid­ 
ding brought m any disputes. 
One alert cub driver who re­ 
duced tile price to 30 cents per 
mile secured most of the business.

school, but it is an open secret th a t 
the chief object is military. 
T. V. Soong, m inister of finance 
and brother-in-law of Chiang K ai- 
Shek. executive head of the N an­ 
king regime, is credited with hav­ 
ing acused the school to be estab­ 
lished.

owned plane th a t Christy M uthew- 
son, Jr.. one of the American in ­ 
structors here, had a tragic crash 
at Shanghai.
